No. 127 -C - — The approval of the Secretary, Forward 
Markets Commission, under Sub-section (1) of Section 
11 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 
(74 of 1952) read with S.O. 1162 dated the 4th May 
1960, has been obtained to the following amendments 
made to the Bye-laws of the Central India Cotton Asso- 
ciation Ltd., Ujjain, the same having been previously 
placed on the Notice Board of the Association pursuant 
to Section 11 of the said Act and Rule 11 of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation! Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

1. In Bye-law 61, the following new Sub-clause shall 
be added as Sub-clause (g), namely: 

“(g). Ddiveiy Orders of cottonseed which do not 
conform to the provisions of this Bye-law shall 
be treated as Unfair Tenders.” 

2. In Bye-law 97, in the first sentence, the full-stop 
shall be deleted and the following shall be added, 
namely : 

“or the contract rate if the transaction has not 
passed through a Settlement Clearing.” 

3. In Bye-law 98, in clause (i) — - 

(i) For the words “the contract price or tho rate 
of the last settlement (if any),” the following 
shall be substituted, namely : 

“the rate of the last settlement or the 
contract rate whichever is applicable.” 

(ii) and the following shall be added at the end, 
namely ; 

“The cottonseed may be tendered either 
in loose form or in gunny bags. The 
price of gunny bags shall, however, not be 
included in the contract price.” 

4. For the existing Bye-law 102, the following shall 
be substituted, namely : 

102, (a) Delivery Orders shall be passed on be- 
tween members only; but the first seller 
issuing the tender and the last buyer re- 
ceiving the tender shall be entitled to give 
and take delivery through their agents 
authorised for the purpose. 

(b) In case the last buyer so desires, the bill 
for the goods tendered shall be prepared 
by the first seller or his agent in the 
name of the agent of the last buyer; and 
in case the first seller so desires, the last 
buyer or his agent shall accept the bill for 
tho goods tendered prepared by the agent 
of the first so'Iler.

(c) Even when the delivery is given and/or 
taken through the agents, in case of any 
dispute pertaining to the delivery, the 
first seller and the last buyer shall both 
be responsible in their respective capa- 
cities and shall have to abide by the orders 
and/ or decisions of the Association.” 

5. In Bye-law 103, the words “or factories” shall be 
inserted between the word “godown” and the word 
"within”. 

6. In Bye-law 104, in clause (2) for the words and 
figures “on the prescribed Delivery Order Form (Form 
No. 16)” the words and figures “on Form No. 12 and/or 
on such other form or forms as may be prescribed from 
time to time by the Board” shall be substituted. 

7. In Bye-law 105, in the Explanation, the words “or 
the same quantity of cottonseed” shall be inserted be- 
tween the word “cotton” and the word “for”. 

8. In Bye-law 107, the words “or the contract rate, 
whichever is applicable” shall be inserted after the word 
“clearing” and before the words “Clearing House". 

9. In Bye-law 108, for the word “seller” the word 
“party” shall be substituted. 

10. In Bye-law 1 12 — 

(i) In clause (1) for the word “manis" the word 
“quintals” shall bo substituted. 

(ii) In clause (2) the comma and the word “be" 
occurring between the word “seller” and the 
word “subject” shall be deleted. 

11. In Bye-law 114. — - 

(i) In sub-clause (a) of clause (1), before the 
word “days” wherever it occurs the words 
“clear working" shall be inserted. 

(ii) Tn sub-clause (b) of clause (1), before the 
word “days” wherever it occurs, the words 
“clear working” shall be inserted; after the 
words “delivery order” the words “or within 
such further time as may be granted by the 
Board or the President” shall bo inserted; after 
the word heap” the words “if the cottonseed 
is stored in loose form or into the heap made 
b y opening and heaping the contents of the 
5% bags selected by him from each lot, if 
the cottonseed is stored in gunny bags” shall 
be inserted; and for the second sentence the 
following sentence shall be substituted, name- 
ly : 

Tho sealed tins shall be delivered to the 
Secretary not later than the working day 
following the day upon which the samples 
were drawn.’ 
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(iii) In sub-clause (c) of clause (1), the following 
shall be added, namely : 

“If the last buyer does not draw samples 
for survey within the prescribed period, 
it will be taken for granted that he has 
approved the goods and he shall then 
proceed to weigh them over and take deli- 
very in accordance with the provisions of 
the Bye-laws in this behalf.” 

12. In Bye-law 120, in the first sentence, 

( i) After the word "days” occurring first the 
words “and in respect of mofussil delivery 
within 7 days” shall be inserted; 

(ii) After the word "days" occurring for the se- 
cond time the words “in case of local delivery 
and 7 days in case of mofussil delivery” shall 
be inserted; and 

(iii) The third sentence beginning from the words 
“In default” and ending with words “final ap- 
proval” shall be deleted. 

13. In Bye-law 123, for the words “of the mark ten- 
dered than the number” the words “than what is” shall 
be substituted. 

14. In Bye-law 130, for the word “manis" the word 
“quintals” shall be substituted. 

15. In Bye-law 137, for the existing clause (2) the 
following shall be substituted, namely : 

"(2). If the last buyer or his authorised agent 
on taking delivery at any station outside 
Madhya Pradesh State has to pay any Sales/ 
Purchase tax under the Central Sales Tax laws 
applicable to intcr-State transactions, he shall 
be entitled to receive it from the first seller 
or his authorised agent," 

16. In Bye-law 140, the second sentence beginning 
with “All samples” and ending with “Survey Room” 
shall be deleted. 

17. For the existing Bye-law 142, the following shall 
be substituted, namely : 

“142, All samples meant for survey shall be 
given code numbers which shall be attached to 
them and no other particulars regarding a sam- 
ple shall be furnished to the surveyors before 
survey is over and awards given.” 

18. In Bye-law 148 — 

(i) In clause (1) for the words “borne by the 
party applying for survey” the words “deposit- 
ed by the party applying for Survey but to be 
borne ultimately by the party losing in sur- 
vey” shall be substituted. 

(ii) In clause^ (2) for the words “payable by the 
appellant" the words “to be deposited by the 
appellant but to be ultimately borne by the 
party losing in appeal” shall be substituted. 

19. In Bye-law 162, in clause (b) the following shall 
be added at the end, namely : 

“In case the last buyer pays to the first seller 
100% value of the goods he shall do so at his 
own risk. In that event the seller shall im- 
mediately write to the Association to refund 
to the last buyer the amount of 10% deposited 
by the latter under clause (a) above. The 
first seller shall not be entitled to demand 
100% value of the goods from the last buyer 
as a matter of right.” 


20. The following Bye-law shall be added to the Bye- 
laws of the Association, namely :
